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GEORGE FULLER GOLDEN DIES 


Founder of the White Rats Association Succumbs to Dreaded Phthisis at Los Angeles---End Came 
Peacefully While Sleeping, Surrounded by Members of His Family---White Rats Take 
Charge of Funeral and Ship Remains to New York for Interment

George Michael Fuller, better 
George Fuller Golden, founder of the 
Rat Actors’ Union of America, and one of the 
most prominent vaudeville performers in this 
country, died February 17, in Los Angeles, Cal., 
of tuberculosis, 

The end of the famous White Rat was peace 
ful, he passing away while sleeping in his chair 
at an early hour in the morning, surrounded 
by the members of his family. 

The White Rats !n Los Angeles appointed a 
committee consisting of James Marco, Earle 
Reynolds and Mark Murphy, and took charge 
of the funeral arrangements. The funeral was 
held February 19, at 10:30 a. m.. and the ac- 
tor’s body shipped to New York for burial. 

George Fuller Golden was born in Bay City, 
Mich., February 23, 1868. In addition to being 
founder and a prominent member of the White 
Rats, he was a member of an English Lodge 
of the Mason'e Order, and a life member of 
New York Lodge No, 1, B, P. O. E. 

George Fuller Golden's first experience as an 
actor came at the early age of fourteen, as a 
song and dance man. He later became a mon 
ologist, and soon became known as one of the 
best in the country. About twelve years ago 
he went to England. The trip was a failure 
from a financial standpoint, but Golden became 
popular with the vandeville actors in that coun- 
try, and was initia‘ed as a member of the 
Water Rats, an actors’ asso: lation. 


Returning to America, he secured an engage- 
ment and was a success from the start. 
From his association with the Water Rats in 
England, he conceived the idea of starting an 
actors’ union in this country. 


One Sunday, early in June, 1900, at the Par 
ker House, New York, Golden gathered about 
him seven prominent vaudeville performers— 
David Montgomery, Fred Stone, Sam Merton, 
Thomas Lewis, Sam J. Ryan, Mark Murphy and 
Charles Mason, and for two hours preached to 
them of the advisability of forming a society 
composed of vaudeville artists. This was the 
beginning of the White Rats. The name ‘‘Ra‘s,"’ 
Was adopted from the London society of which 
Golden was a member, and as there was some

joking about Murphy’s snow white hair, they 
called themselves ‘‘The White Rats.” 


The White Rats soon had a membership of 


hundreds and shortly after the organization 
there was a strike, and in the long struggle 
that followed Golden ably handled the actors’ 


end of the fight. 

Shortly after his return from England Golden 
showed symptons of being afflicted with the 
disease which finally caused his death, and was 
forced to spend some time at a health resort. 

Golden's bad health prevented him from accept- 
ing an engagement and before this his activities 
in the cause of the new organization had taken 
his time, he refusing any remuneration. This 
left him in bad straits financially, and as a token 
of their regard and appreciation the members 
of the profession gave a benefit for him at Kos- 
ter & Bial’s, which netted about $7,500. 

When he recovered his health to some extent, 
Golden again become a headliner, but his health 


again failed and he was only able to accept 
engagements at intervals. About eighteen monthe 


ago his condition became such that the doctors 
advised his going to Southern California, tell- 
ing him that he would never get entirely well, 
but that there was a chance of prolonging his 


life in that climate. The long illness had about 
talked about making a collection. It was at 
this juncture that one of Golden’s many friends 
(George M. Cohan) stepped into the breach, and 
unostentatiously gave Golden a sum said to have 
been $10,000, and this, with money subscribed 
by the White Rats, assured the stricken actor 
of the proper care and attention for his few 
remaining days, and also enabled him to leave 
something for his family, which accompanied 
him to Los Angeles. 

Mr. Golden was a man of charming person- 
ality, tall and spare of figure, with a hand- 
some, clean-cut face. In disposition he was 
most optimistic, and all through his long fight 
against the disease which had seized upon him, 
he was confident of his ultimate recovery. © It 
was undoubtedly this spirit that kept him alive 
so long after the doctors had given up all 
hope. 

He leaves a widow and four children and 
three brothers, William, Charles and Martin.

Kindling with its wealth of heart Interest, and 
almost terrifying pathos was immensely ap- 
pre iated by the patrons of the Cort Theatre 
last night. Margaret Illington’s return to Chi- 
cago in the leading role. was greeted with en- 
thusiasm closely bordering on a riot. Kindling 
is not a pleasant play. Its author, Charles Ken- 
yon, hasn't veneered the solid, sordid truth with 
those tr'cks of playwriting, which so often are 
emplosed to alleviate the feelings of an audience, 
His story might even be considered s~ alid. but 


like other plays that spell Truth’ with a 
majuscule—such dramatic masterpieces as Re- 
bellion and Dope,—tells of conditions as they 
atre, conv'n ingly and with crude finality.

And 
as an organization they showed a deal of worth 
and not much unworth, 

Doubtless the piece never has re: eived qa better 
all-round representation, nor ever will—for it is 
a Pinero mas‘erpiece in technique only, and 
not likely to last. It {gs great only in its etch- 
ings of human meannesses. Its flights of soul 
are, at most, contrived drama‘ic contrasts or 
compromises,

Irish Players Fail as 
Western Cowboys 


Chicago, Feb. 14 (Snecial to The Billboard). 
—An even foolisher Playboy than Synge’s we 
got at the Grand last night when the Irish 
Players put their brogues into Bernard Shaw's 
American play, The Showin: Up of Blanco 
Posnet, described by the author as ‘a sermon 
in crude melodrama.”’ 

It would have been foolish enough played 
by skilled actors of the stage at large—this 
mixed, messed eowboy humoresque that Mr. 
Shaw has visited upon a ‘“‘town hall in a ter- 
ritory of the United States.”” But played by 
innocent Irish persons, who wear chaps as they 
would wear bloomers, who wear boots that 
belong ‘ comic opera or the Spanish Main, 
who carry ‘“‘guns’” as they would carry pipes 
—oh, it was too, too much! 

It was a buriesque of Mr. Puccini's recent 
Italian experience with The Girl of the 
Golden West. And it exposed the limitations 
of the Irish Players as, in kindness, they 
never should have been exposed. 

Mr. Shaw does not know America at all, 
but evidently he has glutted omnivorously from 
the fieshpots of Mark Twain and poets of the 
Sierras, this being more than enough to give 
him the courage of his convictios that the rea- 
son America is the purest nation in the world 
is because when it is out of work it is too 
drunk to be ungodly. Likely that is true of any 
Shaw gospel, and he puts it with a superb 
dash of travesty and decorates this vital sta- 
tistic with hideous language, chaps, neck- 
erchiefs, sombreros, spurs and guns, with all 
the top boot and picturesque regalia 
of the wild west cow puncher, It is written 
with a glorious breeze and stampede of every- 
thing decent.

them land here, suffer terrible hardships and 
ruin a good business. 

I declared several years ago that I was going 
to try to keep this business clean and profitable 
on this side, but I have failed, for crooked, 
trresponsible American shew promoters have 
ruined the business like a prairie fire, and left 
a trail of disgusted and abused investors, ready 
to condemn the entire American show fraternity. 

Tuna Park, Paris, was built on a tiny plot af 
less than three acres. and after two suecessful 
seasons. lost haevily last year, and in my opin- 
jon. will not oven after next year. 

Luna Park, Berlin, was another fiasco which 
has lately gone into bankruptey after two years. 

A second park in Berlin did not last the sec- 
oud year.

Patent Company's Application to Have Temporary Injunction Vacat- 
ed Denied, and Injunction Made Operative Until Case is 
Settled, Which Will Not Be Before April Ist 


Application for vacation of the temporary in- 
junction compelling the Motion Picture Pat- 
ents Company to furnish films to Wm. Fox's 
exchange, The Greater New York Film Rental 
Company, made by the Patents Company fol- 
lowing Judge Bijour’s decision that the Pat- 
ents Company had the legal right to cancel the 
exchange’s franchise, was denied by Judge Bi- 
jour on Thursday, February 15, because of 
the continuance of the case by Mr, Fox in 
making an appeal to a higher court. 


The original injunction was a temporary one, 
to last while the suit was in progress. Fol- 
lowing the decision of the Patents Co, entered 
an order through Attorney Leventritt for the dis- 
solving of the injunction. Rogers and Rogers, 
attorneys for Mr, Fox, immediately appealed 
the case, and Judge Bijour then refused to term- 
inate the injunction, but made it operative un- 
til the case was settled.

During the past year it has been the object 
of many companies and individuals to market 
film which in many instances represent the ex- 
penditure of thousands of dollars and months 
of labor. To dispose of these through the regular 
channels did not bring in sufficient returns to 
the manufacturers of their special films, so they 
hit upon the plan of disposing of exclusive 
rights to the different territories to the high- 
est bidders. This plan was first put in vogue 
by the European makers of features who were 
the pioneers of thig class of. film, and who today 
are in the lead regarding stupendous and spec- 
tacular productions, stopping at nothing to pro- 
duce awe-inspiring effects, such as building pal- 
aces, castles and forts to order, and then at 
the proper time destroying and burning these 
to the ground; securing hundreds of men and 
horses at the expense of thousands of dollars 
for two or three scenes which only take a 
few minutes to show. 

The buyers of exclusive rights would in turn 
divide their territory into sections and the 
purchasers of these would arrange to book the 
feature in the different theatres of the cities 
and towns allotted them. Two of the evils 
whith arose were the facts that oftentimes 
accidentally or otherwise, the purchasers of ex- 
hibition rights would encroach on territory not 
their own. This has been greatly eliminated 
by having each purchaser furnish a bond guaran- 
teeing that he would only exhibit the feature 
in his territory, thus making him financially 
liable for any violation of this part of his agree- 
ment. The furnishing of these bonds is not, 
as they first seem to appear, for the protection 
or benefit of the companies marketing feature 
films, but reaily ig for the mutual protection 
of every state right buyer, because should any- 
one intrude on his territory he can secure proper 
reimbursement from the trespasser or cause the 
latter to forfeit his bend. Some feature com- 
panies do not trouble themselves to enforce 
their buyers to furnish these bonds, which leads 
to litigation, and lawsuits between buyers from 
which they alone are the sufferers. Thus, I would 
advise every stateright buyer to willingly fur-

Shuberts Obtain 
Kinoplast Rights 


New York, Feb. 14 (Special te The Billboard). 
—Cable dispatches from Vienna bore news last 
week of the signing of American rights on 
“Kinoplast’’ over to the Shuberts. Mr. Lee 
Shubert has been in Vienna for the purpose of 
obtaining the rights on this projection appli- 
ance and has cabled that he obtained what he 
went after.

‘“‘Kinoplast,’”” as is not generally known to 
the trade, is an arrangement of mirrors and 
other apparatus which is placed on a stage 
against which the light from a moving picture 
projection is thrown. The result is a life- 
like picture instead of the flat one obtained 
with the use of an ordinary screen, The figures 
are well rounded out and there is a decided 
contrast between the foreground and background 
of the picture such as is seen when the real 
objects are viewed.

The Shubert offices in New York are as yet 
uniformed as to the exact description of their 
new acquisition or whether or not it is one 
of those contrivances which have been offered 
for sale in America before. The obtainance of 
the feature marks another step in the activity 
of large theatrical producers in the moving pic- 
ture field,

Two Plays Have Premiers and a Third is in Rehearsal —Angry 
Lioness Mauls Trainér's Lady Companion—General 
Amusement Notes About Town 


Paris is stretching and yawning, waking up 
from her holiday slumbers. Absolutely dead for 
three weeks, theatrical doings are picking up 
a bit and the | aay week saw two new plays pro- 
duced here: me at the Renaissance, the other 
at the Theatre Femina. 

Pour Vivre Heureux (To Live Happily) ig the 
title of a three-act comedy by Yves de Mirande 
and Andre Riveire. This is the piece brought 
out at the Renaissance. There is more or less 
philosophy in the farcical situations, the gist 
of it being that no matter how talented a man 
is, bis gifts are not generally recognized for 
thelr true value until after be is dead. 

A talented painter, named Mauclair, is utter- 
ly unable to sell his pictures. His canvases 
are real works of art, but while his lesg gifted 
friends, who cater to popular demands, are 
growing rich, he, Mauclair, has the very dickens 
of a time making the ends meet. Furthermore, 
he has made a matrimonial mistake; he has 
married hig model, Noemie, a captious, nagging, 
easy-going individual, none too careful of her 
morals; truth to tell she is guilty of a secret 
Maison with the painter, Ruffat, 

Things are going pretty bad for the artist. 
He has only two real friends in the world: 
Pradoux, a young musician, and Madeleine (the 
pretty daughter of an inkeeper) with whom the 
artist is secretly in love, and she with him. 
Tired of the mess his life has scrambled itself 
into, he resolved to kill himself. Act I, ends 
with him walking toward the river. 

Act II. finds us on the morning of the funeral. 
Many days have passed and the body, in almost 
unrecognizable condition, has been fished from 
the Seine, and sent to Paris for interment. Not 
very strange to say—the worldly wise will un- 
derstand—he who could not pay his grocer’s 
bill while alive, now that he is dead is famous, 
and his pictures are much sought after. Hosts 
of celebrated artists and art patrons, with whom 
Mauclair was not acquainted in life,. are ‘‘old 
friends,’’ now that he is dead and his name sud- 
denly brought into the limelight. Thev are 
all there, lined up after the French custom, 
back of the hearse, and march away to the ceme- 
tery. Noem!, at the head of the procession, 
shaking with mock grief, but proud of the 
things now being said about her late husband, 
is most conspicuous of all. Pradoux, unwilling 
to mix with this band of weepers of crocodile 
tears, stands alone in the deserted studio, 
watching the cortege begin its crawl to the 
graveyard. At this point the door opens and 
Mauclair enters! 

Dead? Who? Me? Why you're crazy! Mauclair 
has merely been out of town. Who's the dead 
man? Some bum, perhaps; who knows? Any- 
way it isn’t Mauclair. Far from being dead, 
he has been away having a good time winning 
money at the Dieppe Casino, and visiting with 
Madeleine. He now enjoys himself some more, 
watching his own funeral procession wind out of 
sight down the street, the make-believe, grief- 
stricken Noemie, queen of the procession. He 
has lots of fun. Enter Madeleine and two fall 
into each other’s arms. What's to be done, 
though? This is quickly decided: Mauclair 
will let Noemie marry Ruffet and he will join 
hands with Madeleine; they will disappear to- 
gether, 

In the final scene, which takes place in the 
house of Pradoux, the musician, Mauclair has 
become an American citizen, a ‘‘Mister Simp- 

."' Two years have elapsed and in that time 
he had produced any number of ‘‘posthumous 
Mauclairs,”” now very much in demand. They 
are on exhibition previous to being sold at auc- 
tion. Noemie and Ruffat show up, ready to ex- 
pose the pictures as fakes, but instead almost 
fall dead when they run into Mauclair in the 
flesh. He reassures them, however, and tells 
them that as soon as the sale takes place and 
he lines his pockets with the ducats, he and Ma- 
deleine will hit back to the country. 

The piece is well acted, M. Tarride, as the 
artist, and Blanche Toutain, as Madeleine, 
lead the cast with Messrs, Mauley and Plan, 
Mmes, Yrven and Guyon supporting in clever 


fashion.

The city is still filled with the country folks 
down for the Christmas holidays, who have not 
yet got their fill of the sights and the scenes of 
the great metropolis. They are now begin- 
ning to think of getting back on the land and 
bustling to make more money to come back at 
Easter time and spend it with a free hand. 
This season has been one of the most pros- 
perous in all the history of the land, and to 
give the readers some idea of how the city 
hag boomed the past year, there were erected

MUST PAY FULL RATES. 

The Society of Dramatic Authors has handed 
down another decision. And the decisions of this 
society, it may be borne in mind, are as 
binding as the laws of the Medes and the Per- 
sians; there is ne getting around them. Tick»ts 
sold at reduced rates by any French theatre, 
must be accounted for to the society (which 
collects the royalties for the authors) as if the 
full price had been paid for them. 

This, it may not generally be understood, 
is a drastic action, so far as many Paris the- 
atres are concerned. Several of the lesser- 
known houses live by this scheme of sending out 
half-rate tickets, and to force them to pay roy- 
alties at full rates means that some of them 
will have to close up shop. It also suppresses, 
so to speak, the summer season; for few of the 
Playhouses which now do business practically 
the entire summer, at reduced prices, could 
stand the extra expense which the decision of 
the Authors’ Society will mean. Also it is 
feared by some that the public, which now finds 
itself nicely balanced between the cinemato- 
graph theatres and the ‘‘legitimates’’ which of- 
er the advantage of half rates, will be driven 
back to the motion picture houses from which 
they ‘‘are beginning to graduate”’ ag one theatre 
man put it.

Station. Ebert declared at the time of hix ar 
rest that the magistrate had no jurisdiction in 
his case and his trial was unconstitutional and 
au abridgment of his personal rights ag a 
citizen. He then asked for a jury trial] which 
was refused him. The magistrate took hig rec 
Ognizance for Ebert's appearance before him 
at a later date. Bbert’s claim that the jur 
isdiction conferreds upon the magistrate was 
anconstituticnal is upbeld by the Court of Ap- 
pea's and the higher court holds that the Bal 
timore City Court erred when it ord: rd Justice 
Loden to grant Ebert a trial before a jury.

It seems that 
the trouble was between the skaters headed 
by Davidson, who included the following, 
Martin, Coast champion; Jack Fotch, Ohio 
champion; Fred Tyrell, Illinois champion; Law- 
rence Sibenaler, Oklahoma champion, and the 
following who were under the leadership of 
Rodney Peters: Ray O'Neill, Joe Bensen, and 
others of the St. Louis Bunch, while Midge 
Sherman and Louis Bradbury held up the Kan- 
sas City end. From all reports it seems as 
though the St. Louls skaters were the ones that 
were favored by the officials in charge. The 
outeome of the whole affair was that Davidson 
decided to pull out of the races and did so be- 
fore the five mile championship, which was be- 
ing skated on the third week, was finished.

OSMUN OFFERS GOOD ADVICE 


Walter W. Osmun, Michigan Governor for the 
Western Skating Association, has the following 
to offer for the good of skating: ‘‘It will only 
be a short time before circuits will be estab- 
lished for speed and figure skaters, hockey and 
roller polo. The managers of different rinks 
throughout the country are just beginning to 
wake up to the fact that their box office re- 
celpts can be greatly improved by providing 
these high-grade sports. The February 3d Bill- 
board came out with a long list of managers 
showing their approval of the same. ‘This sport 
should be governed by rules and regulations 
the same as in baseball, and if any of their 
rules are broken, they should be taken care of 
accordingly. Ry so doing, the skater or player 
would be compelled to keep in condition or be 
expelled from the game. By having these 
cules to follow the player or skater would be 
able to produce thelr best to the patrons that

pay their money to see these sports, and the 
results would be great for all concerned. If 
these circuits do not go through it will be no 
fault of our Mr. Fitzgerald, who is working 
hard to have the game on the same basis as 
other national sports. After this enterprise gets 
established there will be good salaries paid and 
valuable prizes hung up for competition. It will 
be a trade and a business for the skaters the 
same as baseball is for the players today. 
Salaries to go according to the ability of the 
skaters. Organized hockey hag already got a 
good grip in the cold months.

admission of 50 cents. Evenly matched teams 
only can put up the fastest hockey or polo 
games more than any other game. Hockey re- 
quires that each team be prodded on by the 
possibilities of defeat if the game is fast. In 
some sports, baseball, for instance, a crack-a- 
jack team may put up a brilliant game against 
a bunch that is going badly, but in hockey when 
the strength and skill of one side is pitted 
directly against that of the other, it requires 
a lot of engineering to force team to ex- 
tend itself to the limit. While this is true to 
a greater or less extent of all games in which 
players are opposed directly and match their 
ability against one another this is seen more 
in hockey than any other game. Hockey play- 
ers who have played football and basketball say 
that hockey is the most scientific game played. 
Hockey is a hard game to play, football seems 
strenuous, but twenty-two men in the game get 
innumerable breathing spells. The men on the 
forward line of a hockey team get absolutely 
no rest, only what they can grab off in loafing 
in front of the puck when the referee is not 
watching, and during the face offs, hence it is 
little wonder that the men slow up when not 
prodded on by the chances of defeat. I am heartily 
in favor of this circuit of managers and skaters, 
for if such a circuit is formed it will be 
the greatest thing that ever was started in 
this country. All of the men interested in this 
proposition must all work hand in hand with 
one another.’’

The popularity of ice skating in and about 
Boston was never more apparent than this win- 
ter, but of the thousands who enjoy the sea- 
son's favorite pastime, there are few who real- 
ize that to Robert C. Warner belongs the credit 
for the development of the healthfu] sport.

During ‘he past week 
chine, previously described in these columns, 
has been shown to possess features that may 
give i: a new application in the use of the 
famous Bertillon system of detection and ident-

At a private exhibition at the New York offi- 
ces of the company before representatives of 
the press and a number of ci‘y officials the 
machine took and printed pictures in exactly 
one minute’s time as fast ag the subject sat 
down before it.

Second—That pictures may be 
taken in dark or daylight, In the open street or 
in a dark cellar, without the use of a flash- 
light.

With this new machine a photograph «an be 
taken of a man, and within exactly one minute 
of the time he has been snapped a complete, 
developed, fixed and mounted photograph of 
him is at hand—an indelible record, invaluable 
for the purposes outlined. 

Already plans are being made to bring about 
the general adoption of the new machine 
throughout the country at the next national 
convention of police chiefs. 

Henry Doyle, a former newspaper man, is the 
inventor of the machine, and he worked for 
years at its development without a thought for 
its possible application as one of the cogs in the 
great Bertillon system. His greatest difficulty, 
as Was the greatest difficulty of every other in- 
ventor who ever dabbled with the subject, was 
the apparently unchanging fact that it took at 
least two chemical solutions and a water bath 
to make a first-class photograph, 

Af er two years of hard work in his New 
York laboratory, he discovered the elusive se- 
cret of the ‘‘one solution,”’ and it worked. 

Then the General Electric Co.’s expert corps 
of engineers took up the mechanical part of the 


work and the result is the supremely simple 
pettes that was shown last week in New 
ork. 


Briefly, the completed machine consists of a 
steel cabinet finished in mahogany enamel, 
which In shape bears a «lose resemblance to the 
old-fashioned hall clock and requires about one- 
half the wall space, or an area of about four 
square fee‘. In the upper part is the tank for 
the water bath; in the middle is the machinery 
which takes the place of the human hands of 
an operator. The simplicity of the machines, 
in view of what they accomplish, is one of the 
mechanical wonders of the world. , 

The refiec‘ion of the sitter’s face is shewn in 
a smal] mirror in front of the cabinet. The 
sitter places a dime in the slot, pushes a small 
lever, and in three seconds thereafter a bell 
rings, announcing that the sitter is a* liberty 
to arise. In fifty-seven seconds thereafter the 
finished picture is delivered complete and en- 
cased in a neat, satin-finished brass frame,

Corporation, which controls the machine are 
George McCulloch, of Muncie, Ind., a traction 
line magnate: Benjamin F. Briscoe, the guto- 
mobile manufacturer and president of the U. 
S. Motors Co., and Henry Doyle, the inventor.

The other evil for which no cure has yet 
been found is the fake film or rank imitation. 
As goon as a feature film has been brought be- 
fore the public by its own merit and thousands 
of dollars of advertising there are always those 
ready to take advantage of this and bring for- 
ward a cheap imitation, their object being to 
take in as much as they can for their gold 
brick, and the only losers are the buyers o 
these. The later oftentimes believe they are buy- 
ing the genuine articles and find out the truth 
too late; on the other hand the buyer sometimes 
knows he is buying a fake and figures making 
a profit by fooling the public. These fake films 
as a rule are losing propositions for all except 
the promoters, and can only be exterminated by 

yective stateright purchasers making careful 
vestigations before investing their good money 
and by owners of moving picture theatres re- 
fusing to exhibit these fake films as they only 
lead to dissatisfaction and drive away their 
patrons. 

Then again a prospective buyer has to be on 
the look-out that a so-called feature film is 
a real feature. Many so-called feature film 
companies rely on vividly worded advertising, 
selling their films which are oftentimes inferior 


to regular releases. No buyer need get stuck 
with these overrated films as he should insist 
on inspecting before buying. In the event that 


it is inconvenient for him to go to the headquart- 
era of the feature company, he can generally ar- 
fange with the agent of his local express com- 
pany to accompany him with the films to 
wherever he wishes to run these pictures off. 
If not, he can arrange to furnish an in- 
demnity bond to cover a screen examination of 
two hours, at a cost of about $10. In the 
event of hig retaining the films, this bond can 
y on his regular contract, otherwise if the 
films are not satisfactory, he is out his $10, but 
Obabiy has saved himself many hundreds, if 
tead he had bought the film blindfolded as 
it were. Of course, any state right buyer, on 
coming to terms with a feature company, should 
be willing to make a small deposit to reserve 
bie territory for him and warrant the feature 
company in turning down further offers. 

In securing a feature film the buyer should 
make it his aim to select one that appeals to 
all classes. features of a sensational 
character are enly aimed to please the people 
so inclined, while others, on the other hand, 
based on ancient classics, are mostly appreciated 
by those of literary inclination. The film that 
appeals to all is not very easy to find. e 

at success of the feature I have just fin- 
marketing, is due to this fact, because, 
as I advertised, it is a feature that appeals to 
all, from newsboy to millionaire. It gave to 
state-right buyer a subject with which nearly 
every man, woman and child in America ‘s 
thoroughly familiar and which anyone with 
patriotism would be glad to see. At the same 
time it is a record one of the most daring 
engineering achievements ever attemptéd and in 
is way becomes an instructive film as well 
as a patriotic one.» 

Many purchasers of state rights will make 
a big success of a feature film, while their next 
door neighbor will probably not do one half as 
well, although his territory is just as good. This 
is usually due to the fact that the successful 
buyer handles his film in a business-like, yet 
clever way, taking pains, first. to properly 
book his show. By this I mean in securing the 
best theatres in the best locations and making 
“advantageous arrangements either on a straight 
rental basis or percentage, then again by prop 
erly billing and advertising this feature and in- 

ucing novel street displays, etc. The interest 
of a feature itself can be greatly enhanced by 
combining with thig appropriate music and 
sound effects. The exhibitor whe does not give 
attention to all these details will naturally aot 
secure as good results as the one who does, 
and should a prmspective feaimre buyer not have 
the proper experience he should acquire this from 
those of experience before @tarting out with his 
venture. It occurs very often that a man will 
hear of the success of money being made by 
@thers with a good feature and thinks that the 
only thing necessary is to buy what.is ad- 
vertised as a feature and immediately begin to 
coin money and his territory and the feature he 

chases may both be good and still prove a 

mg venture to him, if be does not know huw 
te handle same. He would do much better 
if he joined bands with a practical man in this 
particular branch of the business. 

Feature films of from two to five reels are now 

ing an important branch of the moving 
ture business and that they will continue to 
so and gain popularity as time goes on is 
evident from the fact that the aim now of nearly 
all moving picture manufacturers is to produce 
subjects of two or more reels. From this it 
can be seen that it must be their opinion that 
the public will prefer to see one or two subjects 
produced at great expense and magnificently 
Staged, and where only the best of talent is 
employed. These one or two stibjects will prove 
more satisfactory as an entertainment than half 
a dozen subjects of mediocre calibre.
